Elation and optimistic expectation in 
response to the merging of the War Labor 
Board into the Department of Labor ap- 
pears to have been, at least, premature. 
The word from Washington is that WLB 
Insists upon continuing to handle its wage 
policies exactly as it sees fit. As the ter- 
mination of the war has left little else 
in the functioning of the board, this in- 
sistence is tantamount to having its own 
way.

A Leader Has Departed

Streptomycin, the new wonder sister- 
drug to penicillin—is now being used in 
thirty army general hospitals over the 
country, but it is so difficult to obtain 
that it is impossible to meet all the re- 
quests that are being made.

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Scientists Develop New 
Insect Repellents 


Development by entomologists of the 
USDA of new insect repellents, effective 
against mosquitoes and chiggers, and to a 
lesser extent against wood ticks. may now 
he revealed. These repellents, which include 
dimethyl phthalate, have been used exten- 
sively by the allied armies since 1942. 

In May 1942 when dimethyl phthalate was 
fested as a repellent against mosquitoes, it 
was found to be more effective for prevent- 
ing. bites of the malaria mosquito, than any 
other compound known at that time. Imme- 
diately after it was found to be safe for use 
on the skin of man, it was made availabe to 
the armed forces, where it was urgently 
needed. The information developed served 
zs the basis for such early use of dimethyl 
plithalate as it was already in production for 
eivilian use for other purposes and could be 
manufactured with existing equipment. 
Later. an improved mosquito repellent using 
dimethyl phthalate as one of the ingredi- 
ents was developed. It was found that this 
mixture was more effective for a variety of 
mosquitoes and biting flies than the pure 
dimethyl phthalate. This development has 
enabled the armed forces to issue a single 
repellent for the protection of personnel 
against a variety of insects. 

In 1942, research workers tested many ma- 
jerials avainst mites known as “chiggers.” 
hi was found that dimethyl phthalate, as a 
liquid insect repellent, when properly ap- 
plied to clothing assured that the person 
using it would be safe from mite or chigger 
attack. This repellent is applied lightly to 
the inside of the cuff of trousers and sleeves 
as well as the buttoned surfaces of the shirt. 
‘This barrier prevents chiggers from crossing 
it and attaching to the skin of man. It kills 
the ones that are not repelled by it. Dimethyl 
plthalate has heen use d extensively and with

This industry had nearly 
completed its reconversion plans, with 
the strong aid and support of the 
Petroleum Administration, War Pro- 
duction Board and Office of Price Ad- 
ministration, and was on the eve of 
seeing its postwar plant bear highly 
lucrative fruit in a successful transi- 
tion from wartime to peacetime pro- 
duction and marketing condtions, 
when it was suddenly subjected to the 
blighting influence of a_ threatened 
nationwice strike in its refineries and 
transportation facilities. 

Authorization for this strike has al- 
ready been given by the president ot 
the Oil Workers International @nion, 
affiliated with the CIO, and, if carried 
out, would result in a work stoppage 
by the union's 250,000 members, mostly 
employees of refineries, about 35,000 
of whom are already on strike in the 
Micwest and Gulf areas. There is a 
remote hope that a labor-management 
eonciliation conference, sponsored by 
the Secretary of Labor, which is now 
under way, may remove this threat 
of a countrywide halting of oil re- 
fining and transportation. 

But the prospects for obviating a 
spread of this strike to all the oii 
plants of the United States are now 
regarded as none too bright. 
the demands of the present strikers 
are met and government pressure is 
brought to bear on the union leaders 
without further delay. Coming at a 
time when the civilian need for gaso- 
line, kerosene and fuel oil is mount- 
ing to new peaks, as military require- 
ments such a shut-down of 
the refineries would be disastrous, ‘f 
Tong continued.
